Muskogee, May 8.—A million dollais 
for the Choctaws and Chickasaws was 
the announcem ent made at the Indian 
agency today. 
The disbursem ent of 
this vast P nd will begin June I. and 
it will take all sum m er to com plete th 
paym ents. 
There are 25,500 Choctaws 
and Chickasaws on the Indian pay roll 
and each of these will get $35. 
This 
$5 per capita m oret han was expected 
As fam ilies average five mem bers, this 
m eans $175 each. 
This paym ent will Include all In ­ 
dians of the two nations and the Mis­ 
sissippi Choctaws. 
It will make great 
prosperity in these nations because 
each Indian family will num ber five, 
which m eans $175 cash to each family. 
T he money due deceased Indians 
will be paid to the executors of their 
estates and of minors to legal guardi­ 
ans.
